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Let’s  Fig  it  Out! 

The  MyFig  project  is  in  full  swing,  especially  on  1 1th  Street,  which  has  been  transformed  to  a 
one  westbound  lane,  from  Broadway  to  Figueroa  St,  to  begin  the  civil  and  traffic  portion  work. 
This  includes  the  removal  the  existing  north-side  sidewalks,  excavation  on  the  street,  and 
installation  of  new  catch  basins  and  storm  drain  connections.  Additional  work  includes:  sidewalk 
widening,  new  curbs  and  gutters,  improved  traffic  signals,  and  the  continued  installation  and 
refurbishment  of  street  lighting. 

Construction  on  Figueroa  itself  begins  very  soon,  as  LADOT  is  currently  finalizing  the  traffic 
control  plans  that  will  allow  traffic  flow  to  continue  as  we  build  the  new  bus  platforms  of  MyFig. 
The  first  component  of  this  work  will  be  the  removal  of  the  median  islands  in  front  of  USC,  to  be 
followed  by  installation  of  the  bus  platform  islands  between  Exposition  & 23rd  St.  in  April.  Visit 
http://myfigueroa.com/  for  the  latest  updates.

Chavez  to  Ninth  St.  The  very  unique  downloadable  program  was  also  unveiled
